Youth Acquitted 
Of Responsibility 
For 2 Deaths 


William Robert Mattern, 19-year 
old son of Mr. and Mrs. Paul G. 
Mattern of 1860 White Oak drive, 
was last week acquitted on two 
charges of felony manslaughter 
which resulted last Labor day 
weekend when an auto he was 
driving left the road near Napa, 
carrying two of his companions to 
their deaths. 

The acquittal was handed down 
by Superior Judge Mervin C. Lern- 
hart, who heard the case without 
a jury. 

The youth was acquitted of 
charges of being responsible for 
the deaths of George Fletcher, 17, 
of Atherton and Robert V. McGee, 
18, of Menlo Park. He admitted to 
having a few drinks but he and a 
fourth passenger in the death ve- 
hicle — William Morinan, 18, of 
Redwood City—said he was not 
drunk at the time of the accident, 
in which his auto struck a tree.

THE BOND ISSUE 

Next Tuesday, every voter in the Sequoia Union High School 
district will be expected to cast an intelligent vote on the proposed 
$6,250,000 bond issue for construction of new facilities. 

Bear in mind that the bond issue requires a two-thirds vote 
to pass — or if you prefer to look at it from the other side — a one- 
third vote to be defeated. In a case such as this, every vote is 
critical. Too often bond issues fail for lack of a dozen or so votes. 

But we hope your vote will be based upon careful thought 
and examination of the facts, not upon a hasty mental flip-of-the- 
coin or a one-sided, short-sighted decision. 

Our schools and our children deserve better than a snap 
judgment, and so do we, for whether we are parents or not, let 
us remember that our property values can be considerably influ- 
enced by the quality and location of our schools. 

A few cents on our tax rate is important. But consider, too, 
how a prospective buyer for our house — should we ever wish to 
sell — might be affected by learning that his child must attend a 
crowded high school in San Carlos. That is not impossible if 
sufficient school facilities are not provided — and soon — in the 
southern end of the district. 

Yes, your vote is important next Tuesday, and we hope it 
will be a considered vote, and we hope your considerations cover 
many different aspects of the matter. 

The Recorder, after consideration, unequivocally recommends 
a “Yes” vote, and here are some of the considerations that have 
led us to that conclusion: 
laa ig cr not yet heard anyone seriously question the need 
for more high school facilities in the district. But if you do have 
doubts, consider a few facts: 

With completion of additional space now under construction 
at Menlo-Atherton, the three high schools of the district will 
have a capacity of some 5800 students. Yet the number of pupils 
in the area’s elementary schools indicates that, in two years (and 
it will take that long to build any of the schools now being pro- 
posed under the bond issue), the district will have at least 8255 
students of high-school age. Next fall, there will be almost exactly 
5800 in the district, but some 100 or more youngsters from the 
southern portion of the district probably will have to be trans- 
ported daily by bus to Carlmont school at the district’s northern 
end. 

The need for more school facilities is obvious, and the pres- 

sure of time is obvious. Unless very good reasons can be advanced 
tor defeating the bonds at this time, we fail to see any cause for 
delaying when delay already has gone too far. 
DO cuit of the bond measure have made a great point 
of “unnecessary” costs. Does this argument meet the requirements 
as a “very good reason” for defeating the bond issue now? We do 
not believe so, because we do believe it can fairly be demonstrated 
that the proposed schools are not “unnecessarily costly.” 

The estimated cost per student for the schools to be built 
is only $1500, by far the lowest figure for any comparable school 
in the area. The square-foot cost of $11.50 is less than most ele- 
mentary schools during recent years. 

Critics have pointed to specific items, such as gymnasiums, 
as umnecessary. This may —or may not— be true. There are 
those who feel that athletic competition is as necessary a part of 
high school education as “book larnin’.”. We agree that many 
sports can be adequately taught out-of-doors, especially in this 
climate; there are others that require gymnasium facilities. 

If we plan to build these new schools without gymnasiums, 
there will be many an outcry in a few years from the parents of 
children in those schools. 

There may be some validity in arguing whether or not to plan 
gymnasiums at this time, but not enough to delay the whole 
project. Eliminating them would hardly make the difference of 
one cent in the tax rate, and since just as many persons seem to 
consider them important as those who take the opposite view, 
we fail to see the issue as one on which to stake the fate of the 
entire program.

“Why build two schools now?” other critics ask. They point 
out that one 2,000 capacity school will be enough for the next 
two years. 

The reasons for two schools are simple. First, they will not be 


ready for two years, anyway, at which time we will again he | 


behind in our building program. Second, to begin two schools 
now, and, as need and bonding capacity expand, enlarge both 
facilities makes sense from the point of view of transportation. 

We already have seen that more than 100 students from this 
area next year will have to attend Carlmont high school because 
of lack of facilities here. This same situation will continue to 
exist until our building program begins to catch up with the 
pressures upon it. But, with a school in the East Palo Alto area — 
which will be needed by children of that area alone — and with 
another in the Alameda area, much of this makeshift shuttling 
can be avoided. 

Ve are going to need schools in both locations within four 
years. We believe the Sequoia Citizens Council was right in 
urging they both be begun now. 
aie a view, we are forced to the conclusion that: 

1. The need is now. 

2. The cost is right. 

3, The plans are as close to perfect as we are likely to achieve. 

No plans of man ever achieve perfection. No proposal calling 
for the public’s approval ever will please 100 per cent of the 
voters. Always there will be those who will want to vote this one 
down “because it can be improved upon.” 

But these school building proposals have not been reached 
through snap judgment and thoughtlessness. The amount of im- 
provement in the present plans that might be gained by postpone- 
ment is far outweighed by the element of time. 

Even by such delay and revision of plans, we doubt that the 
majority of critics would be satisfied. 

For your kids — or your property values— get out and vote 
“Yes” next Tuesday! a

Your City’s Businass 
City Tax. 
Rates 
Compared |< 


By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 


Every year in this column we 
compare the property .tax  bur- 
den in Menlo Park with that of 
other cities of the county. Com- 
parison with that of cities in oth- 
er counties is somewhat difficult 
as appraisal practices differ be- 
tween county assessors, and the 
State Board of Equalization fig- 
ures, by the board’s own. testi- 
mony, are not based upon an ade- 
quate number of sample proper- 
ties because insufficient funds 
were available for this work. 


However, this year the board 
is making an adequate sampling, 
and in next year’s articles we 
will be able to compare Menlo 
Park’s property tax load with 
that of any other city in the 
state we may choose. 


In Menlo Park, as in Atherton, 
Belmont, and San Bruno, our city 
taxes ahe by arrangement collect- 
ed by the county tax collector on 
the same bill and on the same as- 
sessed valuation as_ school and 
county taxes. 

Thus the taxpayer receives only 
one tax bill. In the other cities of 
our county, however, the cities do 
their own assessing and collecting, 
so that the taxpayer receives two 
bills, one from the city and one 
from the county. 


The assessment practises of 
the city assessor comes out with 
the city essessor comes out with 
an assessed valuation 86 per 
cent than the county assessor 
finds in that city. 


In another, the city assessor 
comes out with a valuation four 
per cent lower. Thus city tax rates 
must be equalized for these pract- 
ises in order to make the figures 
comparable, This is done in the 
following tabulation. 

In all cases the city tax rate is 
much lower than the rate for 
schools. The difrerences below, 
therefore, reflect principally dif- 
ferences in school taxes.

Sequoia Board Head 
With ‘Casting Doubt 


The chairman of the Sequoia 
High School District board of trus 
tees, Ferris Miles of Woodside. 
charged this week that ‘‘a few peo- 
ple” are apparently trying to sabo- 
tage the $6,250,000 bond issue 
coming before the voters of the 
Sequoia district on Dec. 7, by cast- 
ing about unfounded doubts, mis- 
quoting statements of fact and at- 
tempting to use personalities to 
confuse the public. 

Board chairman Miles observed: 

“Education on the high school 
level in the Sequoia district will 
be in serious jeopardy if the pu- 
blic does not become fully aware 
of our present needs for new high 
schools during the next four 
years. Because a few people in the 
district, and it has only been a few, 
have for some reason or other tak- 
en it upon themselves to cast un- 
founded doubts concerning the 
bond issue the board of trustees 
has proposed on Dec. 7, I must 
take this opportunity to put the 
record straight. 

“In recent days, statements ot 
facts have been misquoted or 
twisted casting unfounded 
doubts. The attempt has been 
made to bring personalities into 
this bond issue. I wish to make 
it clear, again, that the Sequoia 
board of trustees has pledged 
that every plan in the proposed 
construction program will be 
ried out exactly as proposed to | 
the public as follows: 

“1, Sale of the $6,250,000 of 
bonds will provide and complete- 
ly furnish and equip two new high 
schools at the Alameda-Woodside 
road site and at a fifth location in 
East Palo Alto. 

These will be completed schools 
of 2000 capacity each, not 800 as 
has been inferred. Each school 
will be a complete plant including 
shop facilities, minimum landscap- 
ing, all sports facilities (but with- 
out expensive spectator facilities), 
music, science laboratories, art} 
rooms, multi-purpose room and a 
total of 65 regular classrooms.
